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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Moring does not 
anticipate the instant claims since the gasket - as noted by the Examiner - is compressible. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. In claim 
1 , the only requirement is that the first and second device form an integral staked unit preventing relative movement between said first and 
second devices. The Examiner submitss that cnce the device of Moring is assembled - thus compressing the gasket - then the collection 
plate (24) is stacked below a first sample processing device such that there is no relative movement between them once the device is 
assembled. Claim 8 requires variability in the height. The Examiner submits that the feature of "variability in height" may be achieved by 
disassembling and then reassembling the device and simply compressing the gasket to a greater extent than before. Once reassembled, 
the device meets both the limitations of claims 1 and 8. In other words, the variability in height of the gasket need not be tied to the actual 
operation of the device as is being implied by Applicant's arguments. One can tighten the gasket to various thicknesses when assembling 
the device - while still preventing releative movement between the other parts once the device is assembled.. This would meet the 
limitations of both claims 1 and 8.. 
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
